Good is a 
friend of the Darling family. 
He met 
the couple yesterday and 
remarked, 
"Well, Josie, you have got a man at 
last?" 
The bridegroom immediately 
reached for his hip pocket and Good 
who is an old timer, reached for his 
boot. 
But one shot was exchanged. 
The wife threw herself upon the pros 
trate body of her husband, and when 
torn from him was covered with blood. 
Good, it is said, was an ardent suitor 
for the girl. 


DENNISTON, Texas, June 29.—E. W. 
Harris, editor of the Greenville Herald, 
while driving with his brother yester- 
day, met Dr. Y. K. Yowell, late of 
Greenville, on the road with Detective 
D. M. Davis. 
On seeing the Harris 
brothers Dr. Yowell fired at them twice 
and then ran. 
E. W. Harris drew a 
cwefulsigbt along his Winchester at 
tbe flying fignre and shot Dr. Yowell 
dead with a bullet through the heart. 
It is alleged that Yowell was ruining 
Harris' home.

No national contest since 1856 ever 
opened with so many states more or less 
doubtful as does the contest of 1892. 
Party organs, true to their traditions, 
figure up nearly or quite enough certain 
electoral votes to elect their respective 
¿amdidates and give two or three states 
ns doubtful. 
Some of them know bet- 
ter, but they dare not confess the truth, 
and they figure simply to inspire confi- 
déhce in their parties. 
• How many states are doubtful in the 
opening of the great battle of 1892? 
The state to which attaches some seri- 
.iIU!_file®ent of_doubt today, may not be 
doubtful two or four months hence; but 
wise leaders will look every weak point 
in their lines squarely in the face and 
struggle to strengthen and save -it.

In addition to the foregoing Michi- 
gan voted for Harrison in 1888, but her 
district electors will now be chosen by 
popular vote in the several congres- 
sional districts, and the democrats will 
surely have six of the fourteen, with an 
even chance for seven or eight. 


But for Harrison's inseparable con- 
nection with the force bill, there is lit- 
tle reason to doubt that both North 
and South Carolina wonld vote against 
Cleveland; but the fact that they must 
vote either for Cleveland or for Harri- 
son, is likely to make them both anchor 
in the Cleveland column in November. 
Both are fairly debatable, and the in- 
telligent and dispassionate calculatory 
will put them in the doubtful list. 


West Virginia and Connecticut are 
doubtful for different causes than ob- 
tain in the Carolinas. 
Connecticut is 
always a doubtful state, and since polit- 


i c a l theft has won a governor for two 
years, and all the power of the state is 
in the hands of the Harrison support- 
ers, it will be doubtful this year with 
the odds in favor of Cleveland. 
West 
Virginia has been steadily changing in 
political sentiment by new population 
and capitalists who sympathize 
with 
the protection that monopoly now re- 
ceives from the republicans, and it may 
be carried against Cleveland on the is- 
sue of protection. 


Massachusetts and Rhode Island are 
doubtful because of the tariff reform 
issue with odds in favor of Harrison. 


New York and Rhode Island are 
both admittedly doubtful, and both 
sides claim them with about equal con- 
fidence and probably with about equal 
reason. 
Both are likely to be influ- 
enced in their final judgments by the 
future developments of the contest, 
and speculation as to their vote in No- 
vember would be simply blind guessing. 
The present outlook presents about 
equal chances for both parties in these 
two states. 


It is in the west that the clouds are 


thickening; and tlie tliundor.s inuttei in.ir 
the tlireiits of a ci>niini: tf^nipest for IIk^ 
republicans. 
Thcro is not ;i sin^irli' 
state we.st of Oliio, miliw Oivi^'on and 
Washington may be c.vceiitcd, lliat is 
now certain for Ilariisoii. 
Most, of 
them may vote for llarnsoii, Ixft ;ill of 
them may vote against iiiiii; and the 
tide IS likely to be a swceiiing uiu- I'or 
one side or the other. 


It was the prairie fai'iiis of the w<'st 
that knocked all consiilerations of ex- 
pediency aside and planted tlio denio- 
crats on a S(|uare reveniio tariff" plat- 
form. 
It may make Ponnsylvania aiul 
Vermont enthuse over tiio 
Harrison 
ticket, but it will make hundre<ls of 
thousands of western voters halt in 
their devotion to the republican party. 
Fully one-half of the republican voters 
west of Ohio, including the silver states 
of the Pacific, are, in point of fact, not 
only tariff reformers but free traders, 
and fully 90 per cent, of the democrats 
in the same region have been 
oppress- 
ed by monopoly i>rotection until 
they 
are now resolutely ojiposed to evoti in- 
cidental protection. 
If the west shall 
vote the honest convictions of its peo- 
ple, as now seems not only po.ssible but 
quite probable, Harrison will not carry 
a western state outsiib'of <*regon anil 
probably Washington, ami il the free 
silver men shall unite wilii tiie ])eople s 
party in the selection of a candidate 
for president, as is now iiulicatrd, 
the 
electoral vote of the ontiic west will b(> 
divided between Cleveland and tli«' 
third candidate. 


The pre-sent political outlook is un- 
usually cJiaotic, but a few months, ami 
probably a few weeks, will l)ring older 
out of tlio confusion and 
present tin- 
battle lines of the three great parties. 
There will be three great parties tiiis 
year, and the third i)arty, in its various 
guises in various sections, will poll 
close to a million votes.

Wben Religion un«l l*oliU<rs arc Mixcil 
He Will Then ncteriiiine the Ae- 
tloii orthcChureli. 


Paris, July 1.—The Figaro publishes 
a letter from Pope Leo to the bishop of 
Grenoble, in which the pope expresses 
regret that some professing Catholics 
allege that the recent injunctions of the 
holy see were intended to affect politi- 
cal affairs. Thepope denies any desire 
to enter into political controversies, 
but he says that when the church and 
l>olitics are closely bound together the 
jjope will determine the action of the 
cliurch. 
The pope says that it is the 
duty of French Catholics to defend and 
foster the faith and the pontiff appeals 
to all honest men to co-operate in over- 
coming that sectarian persecuton which 
is compassing the religious and 
moral 
ruin of France.

Fort Worth, Texas, June 30.—Yes- 
terday morning nflicer Lee, while at- 
tempting to arrest a colored woman, 
was shot and mortally wounded by 
three negroes. 
One of the negroes was 
immediately arrested and locked up. 
The others fled but later in the day one 
was captured. 
While waiting for a pa- 
trol wagon a mob gathered and at- 
tempted to take the negro from the 
officers and hang hini. 
The olficcrs 
fought with the mob until the wagon 
with three officers arrived. 
The negro 
was jilaced in the wagon, surrounded by 
six 
policemen. 
The 
horses 
w(^re 
whij)ped up and a lively race to the.¡ail 
began. 
The wagon reached the jail in 
safety, but the negro w^as scarcely 
in- 
side when a mob of two thousand ])eo- 
ple surrounded the building and 
de- 
manded that the men be turned over 
to them for jiunishment. 
The mob 
was addressed by the mayor and linally 
dispersed. 
Tiie })olice are searching 
for the third negro and if cai>turod, it 
is feared the mob will reorganize and 
a triple lynching is probiible.

Singular as it may seem, now that 
thei'esult is accomplished, the Illinois 
delegation hesitated long before it was 
agr<^ed to pi'esent the name of Gen. 
Adlai E. Stevenson for vice i)i'e.sident. 
'I'liei e had been some talk about it ever 
since the members of the convention 
Iiegan to arrive at Chicago, but it was 
not considered serious. 


When General 
Palmer 
withdrew 
iVoin the contest he expressed a wish 
that Illinois should be represented on 
the ticket, so as to insure the demo- 
crats making a strong fight in Illinois. 
L;isl Tuesthiy, at a conference held in 
his room in the Sherman house, Mr. 
Palmer advised half a dozen members 
of the delegation gathered 
there to 
bring out Stevenson for vice j^resident. 
He said it wouhl be good policy to do 
that. 
It would compel the 
national 
committee to make a vigorous canvass 
in the state and spend a goodly portion 
of the campaign fund there. 


Senator Palmer had one other object 
in view, (ieneral Stevenson has hither- 
to been regarded as a pretty fair Mor- 
rison man. 
The senator 
calculated 
that if through his aid Stevenson should 
get the vice-presidency his followers 
would be likely to take sides with him 
(Palmer) as against Morrison in 
the 
luture faction 
lights 
in the state. 
Hardly had the conference ailjourned 
than Senator Palmer had himself in ter- 
vii'wed in favor of Stevenson. 
This 
came as a surjjrise to the 
Morrison 
men. 
They did not take kindly to it, 
not that they did not feel kindly to 
(Ieneral Stevenson, but they 
thought 
Senator Palmer had too much to say as 
to how the Illinois delegation was to 
be disposed of 


They at first determined to prevent 
the jiresentation of Stevenson to the 
convention as a candidate. 
This wius 
communicated 
to Colonel 
Morrison, 
wlio immediately sent word that friends 
should vote for the ex-first assistant 
])ostmaster 
general 
if 
he 
desired 
the vice-presidency, yet Monday those 
who were working the Stevenson boom 
could not count on a majority of the 
delegation. 


A conference of the Illinois delegates 
was called for 1 o'clock Tuesday at the 
Sherm.an house. 
Then the delegates 
were not all for .Stevenson. 
Some 
argued that it would be inexi)edient. 
'I'hey did not believe Stevenson could 
be nominated and they urged it as bet- 
ter policy to go to the support of Boies. 
Those who thought it was inexpedient 
to present General Stevenson's name to 
the convention seemed to be in the 
majority. 
No action was taken 
until 
just before the convention was called 
to order. 
At that time the delegates 
had a sort of informal caucus, and on 
motion of Mr. Page, seconded by John 
A. King, ofCliicago, it was resolved to 
sup])ort Stevenson, and 
ex-Congress- 
man Worthington, who served with 
him in the house of representatives, 
was selected to place his name before 
the convention. 


Clayton E. Crafts, A. W. Green 
and 
Mr. Eckels, of Ottawa, who had hither- 
to doubted the expediency of putting 
Stevenson in nomination, fell into line 
at once, and the Morrison men 
were 
rather enthusiastic over the project, as 
they learned that Senator Palmer had 
become lukewarm. 


In the meantime other influences 
were at work. 
When General Steven- 
son was pressed some days ago for the 
chairmanship of the convention by the 
Cleveland le.iders against Mr. Owens, of 
Kentucky, Henry Watterson expressed 
himself rather tersely and sarcastically 
concerning Mr. Stevenson's aspirations. 
He referred to the fact that he was an 
ex-ufiice holder; that he had been a 
greenbacker, and was hardly the man 
to preside over a democratic conven- 
tion. 
General Stevenson refused at 
that time to consent that a fight shouhl 
lie maile in his behalf 'in the conven- 
tion. 
Moreover, he made light of Mr. 
Wntterson's sarcastic allusions to him 
and meeting the fighting Louisville 
litor spoke rather pleasantly to him. 
Watterson was taken ¡(back by fíen- 
eral Stevenson's urbane and plea.sant 
manner. 
The spirit of chivalry moved 
him to go to the \ e w York delegation 
as it was about to adjourn and to ask 
some of its leading members to stand by 
Stevenson for vice [¡resident if his name 
was presented. 
The New Yorkers were 
favorably disi)0sed, for when Mr. Ste- 
venson was first assistant postmaster 
general he commended himself to the 
New ^'ork democrats, as he had wielded 
his axe dexterously against therei)ubli- 
can fourth chv-ss ))ostmasters. 
Then, 
again, the Gray followint: had played 
fast and loose with the New Yorkers. 
The Illinois delegation then decided to 
presi'iit him.

«•an Noniinee»« for CiovernorantI 
l.ientenaMt Governor. 


Ira J. Chase, who was nominated for 
governor by the republican state con- 
vention, was born in Monroe county. 
New York, forty-six years ago. 
When 
lie was but a small boy liis parents 
moved to Chicago, making the trip in a 
covered wagon. 
Young Chase qualified 
himself as a school teacher, and fol- 
lowed that profession until the war 
broke out, when he enlisted in 
the 
Nineteenth 
Illinois 
regiment. 
He 
served twenty-one months as a private 
and was then di.scharged on account of 
disability. 
After the war he entered 
the ministry of the Christian 
church. 
He has filled first-class appointments as 
ministry and is known throughout the 
union by his church people as an able 
and zealous worker. In 1883 he became 
pastor of the Christian church at Dan- 
ville, where he is popular with every- 
one. 
In 1885 he was unanimously 
chosen department chaplain of the G. 
A. R., of Indiana, and the next year 
became department commander. 
In 
1886 he ran for congress against C. C. 
Matson, and reduced the 
democratic 
majority from 1,600 to 528, being one of 
the best races on record. 
When 
the 
republican convention met at Indiana- 
¡»olis in 1888 Governor Chase's name 
was presented for governor, though he 
made no canvass for the office, he ran 
second in the race. 
Upon the nomina- 
tion of General ilovey for governor he 
was unanimon.sly nominated for lieu- 
tenant governor, and elected. 
The 
democratic senate increased his salary 
to .fl.OOO a year. 
When 
Governor 
Hovcy died, in November last. Lieu- 
tenant Governor Chase became 
the 
chief executive of the state. 


TUKODORf: SHOOKNEY. 


Theodore Shockney was born in Ran- 
dolph county, September 16, 1852. His 
parents died before ho was twelve years 
old, throwing him on his own resources. 
He worked on a farm and became a 
school teacher at seventeen years. 
At 
twenty he began studying law with 
Governor Gray, and 
completed 
his 
study in the oftice of S. J. Peelle, at 
Indianapolis, in the fall of 1877. 
He 
was elected mayor of Union City in 
1880, and representative for his county 
in the Indiana legislature in 1882. 
At 
the election in 1888 he was chosen 
joint senator for the counties of Dele- 
ware and Randolph, in which position 
he served during the last two sessions.

The InsnrKents or Rio «irande do Sol 
itei'eated With Ureat Lonm 
of Men. 


New York, July 1.—A special cable 
disi)atch from Valparaiso, Chili, gives 
later details of the bombardment 
of 
the city of Porto Alegro, in the Brazil- 
ian state of Rio (irande do Sol. 
The 
gunboat Marajo oi>ened the attack, but 
the Castilho forces were prepared for 
it, and began prej)arations for their re- 
pulse. 
The land forces, under com- 
mand of (ieneral Valesquez, opened fire 
from the shore batteries. 
At the same 
time two other gunboats took part in 
the defense. 
This combined move- 
ment proved too strong for the Marajo 
and she retieated. 
A desperate battle 
also occurred at 
Viam.ao, 
situated 
twelve miles from Porto Alegro. After 
three day.s' heavy fighting the Ca.stilhos 
were defeated. 
The federal loss was 
slight, but the attacked party 
had 
forty-eight men killed. 
Another bat- 
tle is rej)orted to have occurred 
near 
I>age, in the .southern part of the state. 
In this engagement the Castilho forces 
were successful. 
A dispatch from Rio 
says that congress has agreed to post- 
pone the election for president 
until 
the end of the year.

Piex- 
ettowill hold over.

greetings. 
The work of arranpitiK 
his 
tour has been exfccciiii^iy diük'ult.. 
So 
numerous were the invitations awaiting 
him that to aceept suuio and declitie 
others equally pressiiiK seemed invidious. 
Wherever 
he has 
gone 
tiie 
largest 
churches 
in 
tho 
fitleà 
have 
been 
crowded to excess and could have 
been 
filled many times over. 
Among tho ser- 
mons he has preached the one selected 
for publication this week 
is from 
the 
text, Matthew xxvii, S-i, "What shall 
I 
do with Jesus?" 


Pilate was an unprincipled politician. 
He had sympathies, convictions of right 
and desires to be honest; but all these 
•were submerged by a wish to be popular 
and to please' the people. 
Two 
distin- 
guished prisoners were within the grasp 
of government, and the proposition was 
made to tree one of tliom. 
There stands 
lîarabbas, tho murderer; there stands 
Christ, tho Saviour of tho world. 
At 
the demand of tho people the renegade 
is set free, but Jesus is lu^ld. 
As th(! 
hard visaged and cruel eyed IJarabbas 
goes among his sympathizers, 
receiving 
their coarse 
congratulations, 
Pilate 
turns to his other distinguished 
pris- 
oner—mild, meek, inonViusive, 
loving, 
self-sacrificing—and ho 
is confounded 
as to what course he had better 
take, 
and so he impanels the mob as a jury to 
decide, saying to them, 
"What shall I 
do, then, with Jesus?" 


Oh, it is no dried or withered question, 
but one that throbs with warm 
and 
quick pulse in the heart of every man 
and woman here. 
We must do some- 
thing with Jesus. 
He is here. 
Vou and 
I are not so certainly here as he is, for he 
fills all this place—the loving, livinp, dy- 
ing Christ—and each one of us will have 
to ask and answer for himself the ques- 
tion, "What 
shall I do, then, 
with 
Jesus?" 
Well, my friends, there are 
three or four things you can do with 
him. 


You can, in the first place, let him 
stand without a word of recognition; but 
I do not think your scirse of 
common 
courtesy will allow that, 
llo comes 
walking on such a long journey, you will 
certainly give him a chair on which 
he 
may sit 
He is so weary, you would not 
let him stand without some recognition. 
If a begsrar comes to your dcor, 
you 
recognize him and say, "What do you 
want?" 
If you meet a stranger faint in 
the street, you say, "What is tho matter 
with you?" and your common humanity, 
and your common sympathy, and your 
common sense of propriety will not allow 
you to let him stand without recognition 
—the wounded one of the hills. 
You 
will ask. What makes him weep"? where 
was ho hurt? who wounded him? whence 
caice he? whither goes he? 
I know- 
there have been men who have with out- 
rageous indifference hated Christ, but I 
know very well that that is not what 
you will do with Jesus. 


Another thing you can do with him— 
vou can thrust him back from your 
heart and tell him to stand asido. 
If an 
inoffensive person comes and persists in 
standing close up to you, and you have 
in various ways given him to understand 
that you do not want his presence or his 
society, then you ask the reason of 
his 
impertinence and bid him away. 
Well, 
that is what we can do with Jesus. 


He has stood close by us a great while 
—ten, twenty, thirty, forty years. 
He 
has stood close by you three times a day, 
breaking bread for your household, 
ail 
night watching by your pillow. 
He bas 
been in the nursery among jiour chil- 
dren; He has boon in the store among 
your goods; He has been in tho factory 
amid the Hying wheels, and now if you 
do not like His society you can bid Him 
away; aye, if He will not go you 
can 
take Him liy the tliroat and tell Him you 
do not want His interference; that you 
do not want His breath on your cheek; 
that you do not want His eye on 
your 
behavior. 
You can bid Him away, or if 
He will not «o in that way, then you can 
stamp your foot, as you would at a dog, 
and cry, "Hegone!" 


Yet I know you will not treat Jesus 
that way. 
AVhen Pilato could not do 
that,, you could not 
Desperadoes and 
outlaws might do so, but I know that 
that is not tho way you will treat him, 
that 
that 
is 
not what 
you 
will 
do 
with 
Jesus. 
There 
is 
another 
thing 
you 
can 
do 
with 
Him—vou 
can look 
on 
Him 
merely 
as 
an 
optician to cure blind eyes, or an aurist 
to tune deaf ears, a friend, a good friend, 
a helpful coHipanion. a cheerful passen- 
ger on shipboard; but that 
will amount 
to nothing. 
You can look upon Him as 
a God and be abashed while lie rouses 
the storm, or blasts a fig tree, or heaves 
a rock down the mountain side. 
That 
will not do you any gootl; no more save 
your soul than tho admiration you have 
for John Milton or William Shakspeare. 


I can 
think of only one more thing 
you can do with Jesus, and that is to 
take Him into your h(;arts. 
That is the 
best thing you can do with Him; that is 
only sate thing you can do with Him,and 
may tho Lord omnipotent by His spirit 
help me to persuadid you to do that. 
A 
minister of Christ was speaking to some 
children and said, "1 will point you to 
Christ." 
A little child roso in the audi- 
ence and came up and put her hand in 
the hand of the pastor and said: "Please 
sir, take mo to Jesus now. 
1 want to go 
now." 
Oh, that it might be now with 
such 
simplicity 
of 
experience 
that 
you and 1 joiti hands and seek after 
Christ and got an expression of His bene- 
faction and His mercy! 


You may take Christ into your confi- 
dence. 
If you cannot trust. Ilim, whom 
can you trust? 
I do not oiler you a dry, 
theological technicality. 
1 simply ask 
you to come and 
put both feet on the 
"Rock of Aeos." 
Take hold of Christ's 
hands and draw Him to your soul with 
perfect abandonment and hurl yourself 
into the deep soa of His mercy, 
He 
comes and says, "1 will save you." 
If 
you do not think He is a hypocrite and 
a liar when he says that, 
believe Ilim 
and say: 
"Lord .Icsus, 1 believe; her(! is 
my heart. 
Wash it. 
Save it. 
Do it 
now. 
Aye, it i.s done: for I obey thy 
promise and come. 
I can do no more. 
That 
is all thou hast asked. 
I come. 
Christ is mine, l'ardon is mine. Heaven 
is mine."

Sifi-bts In Honp Kong. 


One of tho first things I noticed tipon 
landing in Hong Kong was the dissipa- 
tion which is always going on. 
At first 
I thought some celebration mnst be in 
progress, but upon making inquiries I 
was assured that this was not the case. 


"It is always so," said the American 
citizen. 
"Every day a certain number 
of sailors are allowed to come on shore, 
and they avail themselves fully of this 
privilege. 
As there are some 
two 
thousand of these sailors at present on 
board the men-of-war in Hong Kong 
harbor, this city is quite lively most of 
the time. 
It is tlio men aboard 
these 
war-ships who get the wildest, for the 
enforced idlenass of their life breeds 
recklessness when once they get ashore. 


These sailors are beardless young 
fellows for the most part, and though 
they have a swaggering and tyrannical 
mien, I should not think that they 
would impress tho Chinese as very 
formidable. 
Walking about the streets 
in company with a citizen, I saw liter- 
ally hundreds of these sailors crowding 
the saloons so thick that you could not 
see the counter. 
Outside of.the saloon 
the street would be packed with 
rick- 
ishas, for a sailor gravitates toward a 
rickisha the first thing upon 
coming 
ashore. 
He does not have to gravitate 
far, for the Chinese runners almost at- 
tempt the perilous feat of walking on 
the water in their eagerness to meet 
the sailors half way. 


Soon after landing the sailors gravi- 
tate toward a saloon, and, numbers 
breeding reckless jollity, it is not long 
before they cease to be free moral 
agents. 
Then they curse and beat their 
rickisha men, and ride about with scarce 
any cognizance of whither they are be- 
ing carried. 
As I have already intimat- 
ed, I am implacably opposed to the 
Chinese; yet my indignation was kin- 
dled in their behalf 
at first when I 
witnessed the brutality with which they 
are treated by these sauors. 
But my 
commiseration was all dissipated when 
my friend said: 


"Don't pity them. 
John Chinaman 
is under now, but he will be on top 
pretty soon. 
Wait till the .sailors get 
stupidlv drunk, and they will be igno- 
miniously dumped out by the 
wayside, 
while these long-suffering 
iieathen 
Chinese' will proceed complacently to 
go through their pockets. 
Don't mis- 
place your pity." 


"Don't the English make any effort 
to check this evil ?" 


"O no, it is so common that they 
don't care to interfere. 
Once in a while 
when a men gets to smashing things too 
generally and endangering 
people's 
lives, he will be locked up until he gets 
sober. 
But so long as they only injure 
themselves, no matter if they do break 
the peace, nothing is done about it." 


We are comin.g gradually to feel that 
social pleasure witli us is only a fading 
tradition of what once was. 
As the 
cares of editorial 
and pastoral 
life 
thicken upon us they exile us from the 
parlor and keep us - on a perpetual 
stretch. 
If we are not visiting the .sick, 
or making a sermon, or conducting a 
prayer-meeting, or taking a collection, 
or ]ireaching a funeral, or examining 
packs of letters, or writing to 
some- 
body, or correcting 
manuscripts, 
or 
reading proof, or tugging at an edi- 
torial, or beating wearily up and down 
the Baptist lines, or glancing over ex- 
changes, or iiaying exorbitant gas bills, 
or fighting book agents, or attending 
board meetings, or bothei ing with com- 
miUeos, or receiving advice, or "recom- 
iuen<ling anybody" who desires to Ije 
rei ommended, or listening to the visit- 
ing brother, or signing j'etitions, or 
something else of this sort, we feel like 
a culprit for wastin'jc our time. 
But

Thi.s setbai-k is but one of many simi- 
lar incidents in tin; career of Mrs. Kil- 
gore.

As far back as ISTi! the struggles of 
this lady, who was then Carrie Burn- 
ham, began. 
She paiti her ta.\"es, which 
were, of course, acce pt ed, aiul then of- 
fered to vote, but her ballot was rejected. 
An itnsuccessful appeal to the courts 
followed, 
bonie lime afterward Mi'ss 
Biirnham registered with 
Damon 
Y. 
Kilgore and began tho study of tho law. 
Her application for admission to the 
bar was denied by tho board of exam- 
ers and their action confirmed by the 
courts. 
Six years later she made an ef- 
fort to got into tho law department of 
the University of Pennsylvania, but did 
not succeed. 


Miss Burnham's next important act 
was tomaiTy Mr. Kilgore, her preceptor, 
by whom she had two children. 
An- 
other application to the university fol- 
lowed and she was admitted, but her

woes as a lawyer had only nicely begun. 
Several courts refused to permit her to 
practice before tliein, and would 
not 
even hear her in hur own behalf, so that 
she wa.s obliged to impress her husband 
into service to argue her cases. 
After 
two or three bills jirovidiiig for extend- 
ing to women the privile ge of practicing 
in the Pennsylvania courts had failed in 
the legislature from one cause or an- 
other, one iinally got through after a 
three yenvs' strnggle, and then 
Mrs. 
Kilgore became a full Hedged attorney 
at law, and was admitted to iiractice in 
the supreme court ( f the state, which of 
course carried with it a similar right in 
all lower courts. 


Since then Mrs. Kilgore's career has 
been a brilli;int as well as a profitable 
and pleasant one. 
She has acquired a 
large practice of her own, which has 
been augmented by lauch of that of her 
husband, who dieil .suiiie time ago. 
She 
has on many occasions been appointed 
by tho District of L'olunilna a commis- 
sioner to take tcstiiiidn.v, and is now also 
a practitioner in the supremo court of 
the United States. 


Another bright woman lawyer is Mrs. 
Mary A. Ahreiis, of Chk:ago, the petite 
chairman of tho Woman's School .Suf- 
frage association, of (,"ook eouiit v. 
Mrs. 
Ahrens is not aliuie a law.\ er, although 
that is at pres<'iit her jirofessiun. 
She 
has also practiced medicine, and 
has 
been a teacher, a lecturer, an artist and 
an amateur tkiricnllurist .iiid horticul- 
turist at dillereut periods of her half 
century of life. 
In If^oT she left the 
Galesburg (Ills.J seminary and married 
a farmer named 
Fellows. 
They had 
three childreu. 
Afterward the family 
moved to Boutherii Illinois, and while 
on a sketching tour this bright little 
woman fell on the rocks and badlj' in- 
jured her l(?ft arm. permanently impair- 
ing its use. 
She moved to Chii'ago, and 
Mr. Fellows ¡laving died, she was mar- 
ried to the avi ir~t Louis Alircns in 
In 
Mrs. Ahrens d(cided to take up 


the stuil\- of l:iw. 
She enjows the unique 
distinction of never having lost a case in 
court, 
the rcai-oi! is not hard to find, 


for iinless there is merit in the offering 
ciitmfs cause she will not accept it. 
Mr.s. Ahrens is of a particularly char- 
itable nature, and .strange to say she ia 
in no sense a masculine woman. 


The first woman over admitteil to the 
bar ill France was Mile. Sarmisa Bilcesco, 
of Bucharest. 
IMlle. Bilcesco is the only 
child of a wealthy banker, who gave her 
an education such as few women enjoy. 
The best private tutors were employed 
to instruct her, and so well was their 
work done that their pupil at tho ago of 
seventeen took tho degree of bachelor of 
letters and science in tho College of 
Bucharest. 
In 
compliance with the 
wishes of her wealthy and indiil.gent 
father, who was very proud of her at- 
tainments, Mile. Bilcesco, accompanied 
by her mother, left for Paris, and ap- 
plied for admission to the Ecole du Droit, 
and in the examination surpassed tho -500 
male 
candidates. 
This 
magnificent 
showing swept away the opposition of 
several members of the faculty who had 
objected to flying in the face of prece- 
dent to the extent of permitting one 
woman to enter the school which had 
several himdred male students. 


During tho six years' course required 
by the laws of France, Mile. Bilcesco 
was absent but one day from her studies. 
Her devoted mother sat by her side—the 
chaperon idea being an strong in France 
today as it 
ever was—and 
patiently 
listened during all those years to the 
tedious lectures, which were unintel- 
ligible to her, but which were eagerly 
absorbed by the judicial mind of her 
young daughter. 
Mile. Bilcesco gradu- 
ated with high honors, and at once re- 
turned to her native city of Bucharest, 
where she is now winning fame and 
wealth as a lawj'er. 
She is but twenty- 
three years of age, and is of a slight, 
trim figure. She has a high, intellectual 
forehead, from which masses of dark 
wavy hair are carelessly brushed back. 
She has the pride of appearance com- 
mon to all well regulated females, aud

she is said to be a dutiful and exception- 
ally affectionate daughter, 
possessing 
none of the eccentricities supjiosed to 
be pecoliar to talented women. 
Mile. 
Bilcesco enjoyed the rather unusual dis- 
tinction last year of having her admia- 
Bion to the bar discussed with much 
interest in the daily press of Paris, and, 
in lesser degree, by mo^t 
the news- 
papers of Europe. 
Sh'- ef,T tainly starts 
out well advertised. 


"Listen to Sarah; she knows," was 
the admiring comment to which Michael 
Wilkins was wont to give vent when- 
ever his Avife, Sarah, was "argifying" 
with any of the men neighbors. 
Sarah 
Wilkins is not a lawyer, but she is nev- 
ertheless celebrated as the only woman 
who ever made an argument ^ f o r e the 
supreme court of Kansas. 
She also en- 
joys considerable local fame as the old- 
dest white settler of Atchison county. 
Besides all this she is known as one of 
tho shrewdest business women in the 
Etate of Kansas, where she owns several 
farms. 


Mrs. Wilkins has always been a par- 
ticularly assertive woman 
She selected 
her husband from several suitors because 
she thought he would obey better than 
the others, and she was not mistaken. 
When the "Pollywog" road was built 
through Mrs. Wilkins' farm the amount 
paid did not suit her and she brought an 
action for damages. When the case went 
up to tho supreme court in Topeka the 
old lady was dissati.sficd with her attor- 
ney's presentation of the matter, and she 
got up, to the great surprise of the
